This view appears to have been taken 
by the Executive Qovernment ; for we 
underhand ii i* their intention on Kriuny, 
afler laying the Eire (oral BQJ upon the 
table, lo move thai the liuuae do 
ailjoLirn for a fortnight, in order 
that member* may nave an opportunity 
of giving its provisions a mature consi- 
deration.

A month would have been still 
better, and not at all boa long. Nor, in 
our opinion, would it have been in any 
wise beneath the dignity of the Go- 
vernment, or unbecoming the im- 
portance of the occasion, had the Bill 
be.'n submitted for th* Consideration of 
thecoloniat* at latge, through the medium 
of the (fauftr, or even through the hum- 
ble medium of the newspaper press. Hy 
Mr. HutKissosT's Act, the l» tieo. IV, c. 
93, il is provided that no law or Ordi- 
nance i h i II be passed or made unless 
notice of the general objects thereof shall 
have been sent by the Governor of the 
Colony " to an* or mor* 'if tht nrH'upaprri, 
of such colony for insertion, eight clear 
day. at least before such law or ordi- 
nance shitll be pissed."
